enlivened after the noon recess with the text of the Harding proposals be- 
fore them, embodying the provisions for reinstatement of strikers with 
(he seniority ranking (hey held before the, walk-out. 


Judge Lovett was reported to have told the executives that (here was 


no moral reason why the roads shrn'.ldl budge, from their positions, nor 
was there any practical reason inasmuch as the country's railroad ser- 
vice was generally satisfactory. 


Those, in close touch with tlie executives believed it a foregone con- 


clusion that they would refuse (o accept Mr. Harding's suggestion that
